The flat tax rate levied by this 
State of 10 per cent on corporations, 
added to the 10 or 12 per cent they 
must pay on their payrolls and their 
local real estate tax, makes an 
enormous burden, he pointed out.

"You must stop spending more 
money than you get in taxes or you 
will have inflation that will wipe out 
the value of every stock and bond in 
the United States as they were wiped 
out in Germany," he continued.

Automobile advertising nowadays 
makes no mention of the speed possi- 
bilities of the various cars and in 
other respects the procedure of this 
intelligent industry pays heed to the 
peril in which their business is placed 
by the constant increase in motor 
fatalities. Whether or not the total 
of 37,500 deaths predicted by the Na- 
tional Safety Council for 1936 was 
realized is not yet known, but all of 
us are aware of the devastating rate 
which prevailed the whole year 
through and 1937 is already showing 
an increase, due no doubt to the fact 
that the open winter has allowed 
more cars to remain on the road and 
also, perhaps, because the copious 
rain and fog have added to the per- 
plexities and dangers of travel. As 
the spring season advances it is ex- 
pected that the accidents will become 
more numerous, as a huge sale of new 
cars is in the offing and the startling 
record is that a far greater percent- 
age of new cars is involved in smash- 
ups than of older cars, a fact which 
causes many to believe that the pres- 
ent design of cars must be altered 
radically and promptly for the sake 
of greater safety.

obvious effect it could have on current 
purchases. 

* * * 

The important subject is plainly 
one of many angles and conclusions! 
regarding any feature of it should 
not be reached too quickly. On all 
sides of us there is evidence of what 
can be called a desperate effort to cur- 
tail the number of accidents, but it is 
not unfair to say that quite too much 
of the preaching on the need of safety 
is wasted on thin air. For instance, 
what possible impression can the sac- 
charine and silly stuff which we see 
on the official billboards make on the 
mucker who headlongs himself andj 
others to destruction and why are| 
those in authority reluctant to assign : 
this important publicity to qualified! 
experts who can provide at least • 
something which will "stick" and noti 
be the brunt of constant wisecracks. 
Then, too, it is important, if proper! 
heed is paid to well-established fac-; 
tors, that such signs should be scot-i 
free from any evidence of politics or | 
partisanship. Sonie may say that 
this is not a feature of consequence, 
but it is, as no part of the sign should 
do anything except command pro- 
found respect and, say what you will, 
the blatant sponsorship of men you 
voted against won't always help in in- 
creasing the interest and compliance 
which ought to be. Furthermore, 
there is sufficient discernment in a 
large part of the body politic as to 
make it aware of how these "signed 
signs" come about, and why they came 
about when they did, the whole idea 
being a throw-back to Tammany pro- 
cedure in the use of public notices for 
the primary purpose of personal ag- 
grandizement. Certainly whatever 
force the sign may have is not sup- 
plemented by having the names of in- 
dividual officials also appear on it and, 



independent of the safety signs, it is 
a growing practice which should be 
discontinued else our officials bespread 
themselves far beyond their proper 

bounds. 

# * * 

Still speaking of signs, because 
they are read by so many people who 
do not seem to read anything else, 
we wonder how the editors of "Time" 
would handle a billboard presenta- 
tion to drive the facts to an offending 
public? In similar speculation, there 
is no reason to doubt that one of the 
capable advertising agencies would 
welcome the large task with gusto and 
in any event, some kind of skilled di- 
rection should be drafted, as there is 
a wealth of impressive material on 
which to force the fight and not the 
least valuable of it (in view of the 
millions of low-priced cars being 
driven) is the extra cost which has 
to be paid by the reckless drivers 
themselves. Ford, for instance, re- 
ports that when their 1936 model was 
driven sixty-four miles an hour a 
gallon of gas lasted for only thirteen 
and one-half miles. At forty miles 
per hour, a gallon carried for twenty 
and one-half miles. General Motors 
Laboratories demonstrated that a 
quart of oil will last for 400 miles if 
a maximum of forty miles is main- 
tained. If the speed is advanced to 
sixty miles per hour, a quart of oil 
will only last for fifty miles. In the 
case of tires, Goodyear advises that 
in the case of a car driven at 45.5 
miles per hour the wear and tear on 
the rubber was only three-fifths as 
hard as on a car run at the rate 
of fifty-six miles an hour, only 
eleven miles faster, but 40% costlier 
as regards tire consumption. Those 
who are pinched to make their month- 
ly payments would seem to have a 
real need for these economies and 
there is none who should not face the 
fact that 90% of all accidents are 
avoidable and also that moderate 
driving is the sign of real experience 
and intelligence, not to mention the 
honorable consideration it accords to 
the rights of others.

Continued from Paffe Oni> 
been provided for, and townships 
have been able to reduce their tax 
rates somewhat in the last few years. 

The Commissioners denied that 
there has been any substantial in- 
crease in the number of county em- 
ployees, stating that the personnel of 
the offices has been added to only 
where absolutely necessary to handle 
the increased work caused, para- 
doxically, by the depression. 

As for county indebtedness, the 
statement continued : "It seems to us 
that Montgomery County, with a 
floating debt of $400,000, or $1.40 per 
capita, should be able to assume this 
'small change' indebtedness, especi- 
ally when our Federal Government 
has already contracted a debt of $250 
per capita. . . . And furthermore, 
any funds so borrowed have been on 
the rate of three-quarters of one per 
cent." 

In concluding, the Commissioners 
said that they expected all floating 
debts to be paid within the next two 
years, and that the seventy miles of 
roads now owned by the county will 
be maintained in the proper condi- 
tion and in keeping with the needs 
of the county.
